Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Applicant's reply has overcome the 1 12 2nd paragraph 
rejection, therefore the 1 1 2 rejection is withdraw. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued in substance that in the system 
of Young, threads cannot be sorted "with respect to one another based on thread priority." The examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Assuming that all threads have the same priority in first-in first-out scheduling for the sake of argument, the teaching of Young still meets 
the limitations of claim 1 . The limitations in claim 1 can be satisfied based on the fact that is broad enough to include a run queue with 
threads of equal priorities. Claim 1 as recited neither required the threads within the run queue to have different priorities and sorted 
based on the differences in priorities nor excluding the instance where all the threads are of equal priorities. Therefore, applicant's 
arguments are not persuasive. 
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
